Buenos Aires, Jan. 9.— (By Mail)

Rios, today is in the hands of a re­ 
ceiver, whose duty is not to wind up 
the 
'province’s 
affairs, 
but

straighten them out. 
The Entre Rios receiver, or inter­ 
ventor, is Dr. Joaquin S. de Ancho- 
rena. The provincial governor is Dr. 
Miguel Laureneena. 'Dr. Lau renten a 
is a radical, like national President 
Irigoyen. 
The Entre Rios legislature 
i- due to elect two senator- to send 


to the federal upper house in Buenos 
Aires. 
On joint ballot the 
legisla­ 
ture is radical by a majority of two 
votes. 
Therefore thè 
two senators 
presumably will be radicals. 


The conservative members of the 
legislature do not want this to hap­ 
pen. 
Consequently they stay away 
from the sessions and Gov. Lauren­ 
eena cannot get a quorum. 
A fter repeated attempts to over­ 
come this difficulty the governor ap­ 
pealed to the president. 
The presi­ 
dent placed the esitnation

Federal intervention in it he

is not unusual in Argentina. 
When President Irigoyen went in­ 
to office, as a radicali, there

Paper is one of the most 
useful

table and drop the peelings on it, 
and when through gather up paper 
containing »the refuse an deonsign it 
to the flames or garbage can. 
On sweeping

newspapers 
moistened and torn into small bits 
and scattered over the 
carpets or 
wig will prevent dust from 
blowing 
about. 


When scaling and 
cleaning 
fish, 
place it <ni heavy brown paper. This 
holds all refuse. 
Chickens can be 
cleaned in like manner. 
Select

clean piece of white wrapping paper 
wheti flouring chicken, rneait or

for frying. 
When making pies,

Dr. W. F. King Would Have Law 


Providing for Cumplsory Med- 


ical Examination 


OF ALL 
SCHOOL CHILDREN 


(By United Pnn.) 


Indianapolis, Jan,. 13.—Dr. W. P. 


King, of the staie board of health 
.has prepared a hill to he presented 
to the legislature providing for com- 
pulsory health supervision of pupils 
in all Indiana schools. -The law 
would provide for denial inspection 
and treatment of the children. 


''Health inspections and examina- 


tions statistics show that 75 percent 
of the school children of the state 
arc suffering 
from physical handi- 


caps which prevent their highest 
school efficiency 
and which are 
a 


constant source of unnecessary sick- 
new," said Dr. King today. 


From 75 to 95 percent of the chil- 


dren have decayed teeth and dis- 
eased mouths; "25 to 40 percent, de- 
fective vision; 15 to 25 percent dis- 
eased tonsils; 10 to 15 percent, ade- 
noids; 5 .1o 10 percent, have defec- 
tive hearing. In addition to these 
ihcre are thousands 
of cases of 


icart weakness, anemia, tuberculosis 
and pre-tnbefonlar conditions.
